To the ſecond Objection it was 'anſwer'd ; that the Word Heirs, uſed in the Ac, can 


; mean none but ſuch who claim the Title as Heirs, which the Petitioner, Sir Edward 


Seymour, does not, though he is in Fact now Heir general of the Duke, but by Virtue of 
the Limitation in Remainder ; and as the Ad intended to create a Forfeiture in the Duke 
of all his Titles, of which it appears he had ſeveral heſides the Dukedom, that Word

And it was further anſwer'd ; that the Particularity of extending the Forfeiture in ex-
